SILVER ADVOCATES 
EXPLAIN 
THEIR POSITION. 


Document Issued From St. Louis to the 
People of the United States Urging 
the Nomination of Senator Teller 
For the Presidency—Text of Docu­ 
ment. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 20.—The silver 
men have issued an address to the 
people of the United States. 
Having declared in effect th at the 
party should be the m eans and not 
the end in view, the address continues: 
“Recognizing 
the 
value 
and 
the 
splendid achievem ents of political par­ 
ties in this country, as elsewhere, we 
are not yet constrained to believe that 
for more than twenty years no one of 
them has been entirely sufficient for 
the needs of the people. And there 
has been growing in 
this 
country— 
swelling with each recurrence of na­ 
tional election—a great mass of inde­ 
pendent thinkers and 
voters, which 
failing w ithin itself to control, has 
gravitated between the two great par­ 
ties.” 
The record of the years between 1872 
is rehearsed as tending to prove this 
point. 
The election of 1876 is granted 
to be a possible exception. Comment­ 
ing on this record, the address goes on: 
“It is not th at the people have not 
felt the stirrings of determ ination that 
this inaction has endured but because 
■ of the rule of the party which has

largely controlled men in and out of 
office. 
It has become a source of re­ 
proach to any man that he rhould dare 
to renounce allegiance to organization. 
“We do not arrogate to ourselves one 
iota more of intelligence, patriotism or 
courage than is possessed by any of 
our fellow-citizens. 
But we feel that 
the time has come for the performance 
of a duty to the country, and for our 
part, though we shall stand alone, we 
will make an endeavor in the direction 
of that duty. 
“If the voices which have sounded 
to us from every state in the union 
are an indication of the real feeling, 
this year is the appointed tim e for the 
people to assert themselves, through 
such mediums as may give best prom­ 
ise of the achievem ent of justice.” 
The pre-em inence 
of 
the 
money 
question as an issue is set forth and ar­ 
gum ent adduced 
in support 
of 
the 
proposition. 
A plea for 
bim etallism 
follows, 
and the address concludes 
thus: 
“The restoration of bim etallism by 
this country will double the basis of 
our money system. 
In time it will 
double the stock of prim ary money of 
the world—will stop falling prices and. 
steadily elevate them until they will 
regain their norm al relation to the vol­ 
ume of debts and credits in the world. 
Bim etallism will help to bring about 
the great hope of 
every 
social 
re­ 
form er, every believer in the advance­ 
m ent of the race who realizes th at 
the instability of prices has been the 
deadly foe of our toilers and the serv­ 
an t of the foreign 
interest-gatherer. 
Bim etallism will help 
to 
bring the 
tim e when a certain expenditure of 
hum an toil will produce 
a 
certain 
financial result. 
“Is not this so great an end th at all 
who believe in the possibility of a t­ 
taining it by the means proposed can 
yield som ething of their partisanship, 
both in conventions and at the polls? 
“It is in the hope th at the masses 
and the rem aining 
conventions 
will 
have the courage and the generosity to 
unite for this purpose th at we have 
dared to offer our views to the people 
of the United States, and because in 
the past there has lacked a rallying 
point for the masses, who hold as we 
do to this belief, we venture an act 
trusting it will be received in the same 
spirit of conciliation, concession and 
hope with which we put it forth. 
“We invoke the union of all men 
and all parties who believe th at the 
tim e has come for the trium ph of jus­ 
tice. W ith this in view, we offer to 
the forthcom ing conventions and to 
the people the name of a man for the 
presidency of the United States whose 
life in public and in private repre­ 
sents 
those 
distinguished 
virtues 
which adorned the days and the deeds 
of the earlier tim e of this republic; a 
return to which virtues is requisite for 
the prosperity and contentm ent of the 
people and the perpetuity and com­ 
m anding example of free institutions. I 
T hat name is Henry M. Teller—a man 
of the people and for the people. We 
believe that the people of the United 
States have him in their hearts as he 
has had their interests in his purpose 
through all the work of an exalted 
life. 
“In subm itting this name to the peo­ 
ple we rem ind them that just a genera­ 
tion ago, from the heart of the bound­ 
less west and touched by the finger 
of God, there arose an em ancipator 
who was powerful in 
the 
work 
of 
hum an deliverance. 
By 
his 
wisdom 
and courage, providentially directed, 
m illions were set free and the nation 
kept in its holy union. 
If others shall 
see this opportunity as we see it, if our 
fellow citizens shall see this duty as 
we see it, th a t sublime history may 
be repeated and another man—clothed 
in the m ajesty of devotion to the race— 
will be lifted to power where, by his 
wisdom 
and courage, 
providentially 
directed, 
more 
millions 
may 
be 
made free of chains 
as 
galling 
as 
those of actual slavery, and the nation 
may be preserved in the unity of its 
mission to the world.”

New York, June 20.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“There are continued signs that a 
gain in business has begun. 
Stocks 
have gone higher than they were be­ 
fore the artificial break ten days ago, 
wheat and cotton are in better de­ 
mand, and there is more confidence in 
m onetary circles, and the tendency to­ 
ward shrinkage in 
great 
industries 
seems in some measure, at least, to be 
checked. 
W hile the outcome of the 
democratic convention 
is 
uncertain, 
and the great crops are not yet wholly 
beyond danger, a sure and strong im­ 
provement could hardly be expected, 
but the tone in business circles has 
grown distinctly more hopeful. 
“W heat receipts at the west, 2,418,- 
766 bushels for the week, against 1,- 
113,143 bushels last year, indicate no 
slackening of supply, nor fear of farm ­ 
ers for the future. A tlantic exports, 2,- 
406,496 bushels, flour included, for the 
week, against 
1,393,781 bushels last 
year .are large for the season, but with 
new wheat just beginning to move, the 
supply is ample. 
“The advance in cotton had no vis 
ible cause in crop prospects of move­ 
ment, though receipts at ports have 
been light. 
Accounts still indicate a 
large yield, and the most substantial 
news of a helpful nature is th at the 
tone in m anufacturing circles is more 
cheerful. 
“Textile m anufacturers do not gain, 
and the assignm ent of a large worsted 
m ill is thought due to special causes 
rather than to the general influences

Frederick W. Richardson died at 
his heme on W ashington street at 1.15 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, aged 43 
years, and the funeral will be held 
from his late home, No. 8 
W ashing­ 
ton street, a t 3 
o’clock 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
A quarter of a century 
of intense 
suffering was ended when the death 
angel sent the final summons to Mr. 
Richardson, and but few people are 
called upon to bear the portion of pain 
that was alloted t<s> 
him. 
Twenty- 
five years ago he became the victim of 
rheumatism, the 
disease 
becoming 
seated in 
his knee. 
At 
first the 
attack was a light one, but 
contin­ 
ued to grow worse. 
Finally 
Mr. 
Richardson abandoned his 
business 
and went in search of health. 
He 
visited nearly every well known re­ 
sort in the United States, but w ithout 
benefit. 
Fire years ago, finding th at 
there 
was 
no 
;elief 
to 
be 
had 
he 
returned 
to 
Janesville to die. Nobody knows the 
torture he has undergone in these long 
years, many of which were spent in 
bed. 
The closing chapters of his life 
had been made as comfortable as pos­ 
sible, and careful nursing and skilled 
physicians allayed the pain as much 
as they could. It had been known for 
some time th at the end was near, and 
when the end came, he sank to rest 
peacefully and quietly. 
Mr. Richardson was born in the 
town of Porter, Rock county, August

them, and to the relatives, who will 
feel his loss keenly, there is comfort 
in the thonght th at hiB sufferings are 
a t an end; th at the patient spirit is 
freed from the pains of earth and at 
rest in the home above. 
Mr. Richardson left three brothers, 
and two sisters, they being: John W 
Alex. Richardson of this city; T. C. 
Richardson of Evansville; Lizzie H. 
Richardson of Janesville, and Lucy G.

The advance of military science in the 
invention of weapons of greater pre- 
cisiou and fatality, such as the im­ 
proved rifles and the Maxim gun and I 
the use of smokeless powder in battle, 
have led students of warfare to appre­ 
hend a greater carnage in combat and 
directed attention anew to the disposal 
of the dead on the battlefield. Recently 
the German emperor called for the opin­ 
ions of the medical staff of the war de­ 
partment on the question of using cre­ 
mation to disincumber a battlefield af­ 
ter a sanguinary combat An invention 
of this kind would be of supreme inter­ 
est to all governments as coming from 
a nation that most carefully studies the 
art of war. The idea is not novel, how­ 
ever, nor is Germany the first govern­ 
ment to consider it. At the internation­ 
al congress in Paris twenty-eight years 
ago Dr. Bertoni of Genoa proposed cre­ 
mation as the humanest and, from a 
sanitary point of view, the soundest 
method of disposing of the dead in bat­ 
tle and his arguments were supported 
by Dr. Castighini, another Italian sani­ 
tarian.—Exchange.
